course of its general Watergate 
investigations.

Watch Those Gifts: Bowen 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(U P I) 
- 
Governor Bowen briefed his de 
partm ent heads today on a new 
ethics law as it concerns the 
adm inistrative branch of gov-1 
ernm ent and urged his execu 
lives to think in term s of possible 
conflict 
of 
interest 
on even ¡ 
minor gifts. 
The governor, as an example, | 
said he paid for his own tickets 1 
to the 500-mile Indianapolis autc 
race because he thought it might 
be seen as a conflict should he 
accept them as a gift. 
The new law's requirem ent for 
filing of financial 
disclosure 
statem ents is not effective until 


Jan. 1, 1975. but Bowen and 
m em bers of his staff discussed 
with the key executives the need 
for considering nowr what would 
be going into the report, which is 
to cover certain expenditures, 
gifts and relatio n sh ip s with 
lobbyists during the 1974 year. 
The law prim arily was enact­ 
ed as an ethics provision for 
legislators and some lawm akers 
already have filed reports under 
it. However, in its final form, the 
ethics provisions were extended 
to elected state officials and 
chief executive officers of state 
departm ents. 
Bowen m w is working on the 


law’s requirem ent that he name 
the ethics commission for the 
executive branch and indicated 
the appointment would be made 
well before the Aug. 1 deadline. 
The law requires this ethics 
commission meet by Sept. 1 and 
by Jan. 1 have its guidelines and 
forms for reporting ready. 


Attorney General Theodore L. 
Sendak, who also joined in the 
briefing, said the ethics law was 
not actually a new situation for 
elected and appointive execu­ 
tives since existing state laws on 
conflicts of interest cover much 
of the sam e grounds.

These days it is not unusual to 
pick up a newspaper and read 
an account ol terrorist bombing

Many wool producers have the 
idea that the Wool Payment 
Program is no longer active 
This is incorrect, according to 
Dan Whaley, executive director 
of the Rush County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS). 
Wool producers should submit 
their sales documents on wool 
and unshorn lambs and file an 
application for payment on 1974 
marketings at the county office 
Wool 
paym ents were not 
required in 1973, because the 
national average price received 
by producers was 82.7 cents per 
pound, compared to the 
in­ 
centive payment price 72 cents 
per pound. Absence of payments 
during 1973 may have started a 
rumor that the program has 
lapsed, Mr.. W'haley said, as over 
160 payments were made tc 
farm ers in 1.97.2. 
The A griculture and Con­ 
sumer Protection Act of 1.973 
extended 
the 
Wool 
Payment 
P ro g ra m through D ecem ber 
1977. The incentive price level 
remains at 72 cents per pound, 
as it has been since 1970. 
ASCS will make payments on 
1974 wool if the National average 
price received by all producers 
falls below 72 cents per pound.

Helen Thomas, United Press International writer 
covering the Nixon tour of the Mid East, says the 
tumultous welcome the President and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger received in Cairo was the greatest ever 
given in the 6000 year history of Egypt. 


Now — I don’t know the value of such a demonstration in 
a country which for the past several years has been so 
unfriendly to the United States, but it certainly an 
about-face in this relationship. I believe this should, say 
several things to the American people. 


First of all., it says 'that the rank and file of 'the Egyptian 
people treasure peace in the world, and it has come to 
them through the efforts of Richard Nixon and Henry 
Kissinger. And it has come in spite of the unrelenting and 
cruel hammering each man is taking from unfriendly and 
evil people here in America. 


Second, it says that in 'the eyes of many in 'the world that 
Watergate and its related evils are not as important as 
some of the other accomplishments of our President; that 
perhaps all the billions we have spent on crucifixion and 
character assa.ssina.tion program, here at home could 'have 
been better spent in another direction. 


And third, it says 'that the1 American people ought to 
have a re-evaluation of a sense of values and priorities. 
We are permitting a take-over by a group of radical, 
leftwing, stonecasting journalists who overshadow 
important happenings by blowing human frailties’ way 
out of proportion. 


Fourth point: perhaps it is possible that the rank and 
file — the common people — of other nations also hold 
peace in the world in high priority. If this be true, (and I 
would bet on it) — 'then perhaps we ought to' lend a little 
strength and encouragement instead of so much 
harrassment to the greatest peace team in the world, 
Henry and Richard.

Allotments 


Are Announced 


A new farm wheat allotment 
may be established for 1974 crop 
wheal acreage for farms which 
did not have 1974 allotments, if 
eligibility requirements are met. 
Mr. Glen Hungerford, chairman 
of the Rush County ASC Com­ 
mittee announced today. 


A 1974 wheat allotment will 'be 
established automatically for 
most farms that had a wheat 
allotment in 1974. 


To be eligible for a new farm 
allotment, the operator must 
expect to receive more than 50 
per cent of his income from 
farming. Neither the owner or 
the operator may have an in­ 
terest in any other farm which 
w ill have a 1975 wheat allotment, 
and the person making ap­ 
plication must have had at least 
one year production experience 
in a prior year, Hungerford 
sayd. 


Applications for a new farm 
allotment must be filed in the 
county office on or before July 1, 
1974. Any interested producer 
who

requirements should contact the 
county office before the final 
date for filing an application.

Paul Describes The Second 
Coming Of Christ To Earth 


By ELISHA DOUGLASS 
In the lesson today the apostle 
Paul gives us an apocalyptic 
vision of the second coming of 
Christ: "For the Lord HimselÍ 
will descend from heaven with a 
cry of command, with the ar­ 
changel's call, and with the 
sound of the trumpet of God. 
And the dead in Christ will rise 
first; then we who are alive, 
who are left, shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds 
to meet the Lord in the air. ., 
Although the second coming is 
not often discussed in most of 
our churches today, it stood in 
I he very forefront of the 
Christian message for early 
Christians. To converts coming 
from a pagan background it had

particular appeal, for the 
paganism of the day bleakly 
regarded death as nothing more 
than 
dissolution 
into 
nothingness. As a contemporary 
epitaph on a Roman grave put 
it - "I was not; 1 became; I am 
not; I care not," We can 
imagine that to people who had 
taken this view of life and death 
the second coming was a vivid, 
ecstat ic, prophetic vision. And it 
was all the more compelling, 
because Paul taught that it 
would take place within the 
lifetime o! himself and his 
fellow Christians. 
AW AITING THE EVENT 
But the vision also created 
problems. First of all. many 
converts, feeling that the affairs 
of the world were of little im- 
imrtame since they would so 
soon bo terminated, simply 
stopped work and flocked 
t o gel her i 11 e xeit e d g, ro u p s 
waiting tor the great event to 
happen This caused economic 
distruptinn 
and 
brought 
discredit on the faith. Paul 
urged these Christians to carry 
on w ith then daily labor "so that 
you may command the respect 
ot outsiders and be dependent 
nI»oii nobody.” 
Another problem concerned 
Christian coverts who had died. 
Would they he raised to live with 
Christ as well as Christians 


alive at the time of the second 
coming, or would the great 
event pass them by? Paul was 
\erv positive in response to this 
anxious query; "For if we 
believe that Jesus died and rose 
again, so also we can be sure 
that God will bring with Him 
those who have fallen asleep 
through Jesus.” The special 
relationship between Christ and 
his followers therefore tran­ 
scends time and death. 
THE DAY OF THE LORD 
For modern Christians this 
latter point is much more im­ 
portant than Paul’s vision of 
how the second coming would 
take place. His imagery and 
rhetoric is borrowed quite 
literally from Old Testament 
prophecies of "the day of the 
Lord." Isaiah and Jeremiah, 
among other prophets, foretold 
that at some time this corrupt 
would come to an end in a 
shattering, cataclysm and a 
bright new age of God would be 
born Paul quite plainly iden­ 
tified the second coming with 
Old Testament prophecy, as he 
did with so many Christian 
doctrines. Jesus made plain that 
lie would come again, but he did 
not say how or when. Paul’s 
vision was one which would 
naturally occur to a man of his 
historical age and background, 
but we have no way of knowing 
whether it is true or not. 
BE PREPARED 
For the Christian today the 
most important aspect of the 
doctrine of the second, coining is 
11 ie e v e r - presen t i tecessi t y i t 
creates to bo prepared. A s Paul 
expressed it, “For you your­ 
selves know well that the day ot 
the Lord, will come like a thief in 
the night 
When people say 
‘There is peace and security,* 
then sudden destruction will 
nmir upon them as travail 
comes upon a woman with child, 
and there will l>e no escape." 
The simile ot the woman with 
child, a favorite with Jeremiah, 
is very apt here. A pregnant 
woman knows that her child w ill 
he horn, hut even with all the 
aids ot modern medienine she 
cannot name the day or the 
hour. II she is alive to her own 
welfare and that ol her child, 
she will be piepared. mentally 
and physically, for the ordeal of 


birth. In the same way the 
Christian must be prepared for 
the second coming. He can have 
no idea when or how it is going 
to happen, but that is really not 
very important. The vitally 
important thing is that he be 
secure in his faith and upright in 
his conduct. Under these cir­ 
cumstances it. makes no dif­ 
ference whether the second 
coining is tomorrow or in the 
year 20,000 A.D.
